The best time to transplant all plant material of definite hardi- 
ness is in the autumn. At this time of year weather and soil con- 
ditions are usually better than early spring. Little winter protection 
is required other than a light covering of hay or straw. Do not 
stop your garden operations because of the first light frost in the 
autumn. It is a help rather than a hindrance.

To Customers in the Gulf Area, Texas, and California 


We do not recommend the practice of planting imported bulbs 
in the warm states before November 15th. The prolonged warm 
weather produces a top growth before the roots have properly 
developed with the result that your flowers will not have proper 
stems and normal sized blooms. This applies particularly to the 


following states: Texas, California, New Mexico, Florida, Missis- 
sippi, and Arizona. Should bulbs be delivered to you before recom- 
mended planting time, store them in a cool place. All bulbs at 
Wayside Gardens are scientifically stored to avoid drying out or 
premature growth.

Autumn is the time when the finest cheese is made in Holland. It 
is possible only from cream from that period to make that superlative 
quality, marvelous for its flavor as well as texture and richest in butter- 
fats. Few people in this country know of it. Some fortunate person 
traveling in Holland may have encountered these cheeses but they 
are not generally offered for sale. Most of them are exported to South 
America, where they are served at the fashionable hotels and clubs. 


This year again with the co-operation of an old friend of our Pres- 
ident, Mr. Grullemans (a Hollander), we obtained “first call” on a 
substantial quantity of this famous cheese, thinking that many of our 
customers would like to taste and enjoy this choice delicacy. 


Along with the quantity wanted for personal use here at Wayside, 
we shall be delighted to import this famous cheese for anyone who 
will write us promptly because our option expires Nov. 3rd. There- 
fore, we must have your request on or before Nov. Ist. 


The average weight is about four pounds. Each cheese comes packed 
in an individual carton and costs $4.80 each, delivered. (We take care 
of duty, freight, etc.). Delivery to you first week in December in 
ample time to use them as Christmas gifts. For shipments west of the 
Mississippi River, add 50 cents per cheese. 


In the event you receive this catalog during November, send your 
order anyway because we always import a few more than actually 
ordered to care for a few late requests. 


This rich butterfat cheese may be kept in your refrigerator for 10 
months or more, so do not hesitate to ask for enough to last you until 
next year! 


DUTCH CHEESE SLICER OR PLANE! 


Remove a thin slice; about 4 inches in diameter from one end of 
the cheese. Then draw slicer around the whole cheese on top edge of 
the red rind, removing about 14 inch of rind. Next draw the slicer 
straight across the fresh cheese (without rind) getting delicious paper 
thin slices. Pile these generously on fresh buttered bread (crackers are 
too dry) and eat as Hollanders do for breakfast, lunch, cocktails or 
midnight snacks. 


Be sure and put back the “cap” (the thin slice referred to) on 
your cheese and store in the refrigerator freshener drawer. Keeps 
indefinitely! 


P.S. If cheese is dry 
at first from traveling 
across the water, wrap 
it in a damp cloth in 
the refrigerator for 
several days to restore 
moisture. Then pro- 
ceed as above.

Excellent for shady positions under 
shrubs, trees, or in shady woodland spots. Will thrive in ordinary soil in 
shady positions. Plant in autumn or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart. They soon 
spread into bold masses. They grow 6 to 8 inches high. Increase rapidly. 
Heads of small white flowers appear just above the foliage in May. A fine, 
scented herb reminding one of new mown hay.

The effect created by a grouping of this variegated type is most pleasing, 
giving a much iighter effect; in fact, the contrast is quite sharp. Everyone 
who has seen it wants it for that very purpose. The variegated form plant- 
ed at the base of Rhododendrons or other evergreens is just what is wanted 
for relief of too much green. It is tops for indoor dish gardens.

The Periwinkles are suitable to grow as edgings to shrubbery borders, 
carpet the ground under the shade of trees, or in shady borders with Ferns, 
Lilies and other bulbs.

The following collection of Tulip Species or Botanical Tulips include a great number of beautiful and interesting 
varieties, which show a bewildering variation of size and shape of flowers, structure of the leaves, habits, etc., and 
they only have in common that they grow wild in some part of the world, Asia Minor, Central Asia, Greece, the 
Mediterranean, etc. Cultivation has not modified them and they may be planted in the rock garden between creeping 
plants or in colonies in small, warm nooks where they will come up year after year without any care.

Hold temperature to not 
over 70 degrees F. Avoid too much direct sunlight.

pensable in every garden from coast to coast. 


None other has so many desirable attributes or adapts itself so happily to all gardens. Do you know of any that give 
an equal in showy, colorful blooms? What other hardy plant needs as little attention or grows as prolifically and 
flowers so long? What one of your garden friends blooms so long through the hot summer months? 


To grow Phlox well, soil should be well drained, deeply spaded, and enriched with Wayside Gardens Plant Food. 
Planting may be done in fall or spring in a sunny place. Set plants 12 inches apart. Lift and divide every 4 or 5 
years or when they become crowded. Avoid watering overhead, try and keep blooms and foliage dry, letting hose run 


slowly on ground. This method of watering prevents mildew. 


RED AND DARK RED SHADES

The large 
florets are 1% to 2 inches across. Clear, healthy foliage. Long bloomer 


and the flowers are long-lasting. Bottom branching type, growing 30 
inches tall. 


Leo Schlageter Each 80c, Three $2.25, Doz. $8.00, 100 $50.00 
Seldom has one seen a shade of red such as produced by this fine Phlox. 
Its brilliant scarlet blooms seem to glow with fire. This impression is 
heightened by the fact that there seems to be a decided orange cast to the 
blooms. Of splendid habit, about 3 ft. high with full rich heads of bloom. 


LIGHT RED SHADES 
Brigadier Each 90c, Three $2.50, Doz. $9.00, 100 $55.00 


A variety of English origin, has excellent qualities and is a good grower 
and blooms freely. The large flower heads are a most unusual and 
pleasing red with claret-pink. shading. The eye is small and clear red. 
A brilliant flower in the border. 


Bright Eyes Each 75c, Three $2.15, Doz. $7.50, 100 $45.00 
This is a seedling of the well known Daily Sketch and possesses its 
parent’s fine quality. The florets are extraordinarlly large, possibly 
the biggest of any Phlox and amazingly brilliant red with dark eyes or 
centers. Bright Eyes makes a great show and is conspicuous for its size 
and magnificent color. 


Charles Curtis Each 80c, Three $2.25, Doz. $8.00, 100 $50.00 
The most brilliant Phlox in cultivation. The color is outstanding and 
difficult to describe. Sunset-red probably comes nearest to it. It is a 
fine strong grower about 21% to 3 feet tall, has good clean foliage. The 
flower head is large and unusually clear and sparkling due to the fact 
that the flowers do not discolor in the sun or fade with age. Phlox 
Charles Curtis in our opinion is the finest of its color. 


Signal Each 90c, Three $2.50, Doz. $9.00, 100 $55.00 
Well named; its flowers are of the brightest light fiery red, rich in color. 
A European introduction which has done very fine over here. It is a 
good grower; flowers very freely. 


DEEP PINK AND ROSE-PINK SHADES 
Duchess of Gloucester Each 90c, Three $2.50, Doz. $9.00, 100 $55.00 


A beautiful variety of recent introduction. Flowers are salmon-pink in 
big clusters. It is particularly valuable because it is late flowering as 
well as very free blooming. Considered in England one of the best pink 
Phicx and we are inclined to agree with them. 


Daily Sketch Each 75c, Three $2.15, Doz. $7.50, 100 $45.00 
Extra large trusses—large and individual florets. Color is light salmon- 
pink with crimson-rose eye. Viewed from a short distance, the effect is 
a magnificent rose Phlox. Daily Sketch is an outstanding variety. It is 
robust and rugged in growth and about 314 feet high. 


Rosa Spier Each 90c, Three $2.50, Doz. $9.00, 100 $55.00 
A very free flowering novelty of strong and sturdy growth. The flowers 
are soft pink with bright crimson eye in big clusters of large individual 
flowers. In favorable locations, the plants will produce a dozen or more 
stalks, 5 to 6 feet tall. A beautiful and bold variety of great merit. 
Named after the world famous Dutch harpist. 


Salmon Beauty Each 80c, Three $2.25, Doz. $8.00, 100 $50.00 
Rich salmon-pink with white eye. There are many Phlox of this gen- 
eral color, but when all is said and done, we believe Salmon Beauty is 
one of the first on the list in this shade. 


Sir John Falstaff Each 95c, Three $2.70, Doz. $9.50, 100 $57.50 
A giant_among Phlox and one of the most outstanding varieties we have 
seen. Color is a rich luminous salmon-pink, one of the loveliest colors 
in the floral pageant of summer. Individual ‘“‘pips’’ are large, about 17% 
inches in diameter. The flower truss is truly massive—there is no other 
Phlox comparable in size. Sir John Falstaff has a first-class habit and a 
constitution as befits the name—robust, vigorous, with sturdy stems and 
bold substantial foliage. And as to growth—it is one of the most accom- 
modating we know. Height 24 to 36 inches depending on soil conditions. 


Sweetheart Each 75c, Three $2.15, Doz. $7.50, 100 $45.00 
Its soft salmon flowers create a fine clean effect of pink. The eye is 
quite pronounced, strengthening the color. There are no magenta tints 
at any time, just a clean, pure salmon-pink. A rugged grower and free 
bloomer. Height about 3 feet. 
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LIGHT PINK SHADES 
Columbia Each 80c, Three $2.25, Doz. $8.00, 100 $50.00 


The finest light pink Phlox ever introduced. The color suggests a delicate 
cameo-pink with faint blue shading at center. The clearness of tone is 
remarkable, the brilliancy is so pronounced that immediate attention is 
given to this wonderful plant. As the flower ages, the blooms always 
retain their delicate pink shade; there never are any magenta tones 
visible. Out of each leaf joint grows a lateral or secondary flower spike 
continuing the display of blooms long after the main flower head has 
disappeared. Columbia is well called the ’’perpetual flowering’’ Phlox. 


Elizabeth Arden Each 80c, Three $2.25, Doz. $8.00, 100 $50.00 
A fine Phlox, particularly desirable because of its free flowering quali- 
ties. Heavy bloom trusses are soft rhodamine-pink with a pale pink 
ring around the red eye. Grows about 24 to 30 inches high. 


Pinkette Each 75c, Three $2.15, Doz. $7.50, 100 $45.00 
The florets are soft, delicate pink, very pure and lovely. This unusual 
coloring is heightened by the fact that the little narrow tubes which 
fasten the florets to the stem are clear, deep pink. Flower heads large. 
It is a good grower and combines beautifully with Columbia and Rosy 
Blue. 


WHITE AND WHITE SHADES fs 
Mary Louise Each 75c, Three $2.15, Doz. $7.50, 100 $45.00 


Pure white heads of unusually large size, reminding one of Carrara 
marble; the individual flowers are big. Perfectly beautiful; unquestion- 
ably one of the best whites. A good grower with clean foliage and a 
prolific bloomer. Of medium height. 


Prime Minister Each 90c, Three $2.50, Doz. $9.00, 100 $55.00 
A new Phlox from England where it rates very high and so it does with 
us. Big clusters of pure white flowers with bright crimson eye make a 
real splash of color in the garden. It is a fine, healthy, strong grower, 
and replaces the old variety Europa.

Beautiful big heads of bloom like great mounds of snow. Here is a 
brand new white Phlox guaranteed to bring more beauty to your gar- 
den. It produces enormous pure white heads and the continually break- 
ing side branches give an excellent late bloom. Reaches a height of 
2 to 22 ft. and blooms profusely in July and August. It is delightfully 
ragrant. 


LILAC AND LAVENDER SHADES 


Progress Each 75c, Three $2.15, Doz. $7.50, 100 $45.00 
Superb light blue, handsomely set off with deeper purple-blue eyes. 
Extremely large flower heads with 11- to 2-inch florets. Different 
climates have an interesting effect on the particular hue the flowers 
display. Rich dark green foliage. Height 214 feet. 


Rosy Blue Each 75c, Three $2.15, Doz. $7.50, 100 $45.00 
Soft lavender-blue with delicate pink undertones have created here one 
of the finest of Phlox. There never is at any time a sign of objectionable 
tinting. Rosy Blue is one of the finest in this color grouping. The 
florets are large and grow in fine big clusters.

PLUM AND PURPLE SHADES

Blue Phlox just do not exist. In semi-shade, however, certain varieties 
develop good blue tints. So far Blue Boy is the nearest to dark blue 
we have been able to come. Planted with Mary Louise a stunning con- 
trast is made.

The individual flowers are large and are carried in good size trusses. The 
color is a brilliant, live shade of deep blue-purple intensified by a darker 
center given sparkle by the dainty cream colored anthers.

Has beautiful, long, shiny green foliage and is absolutely free from dis- 
ease. It flowers from early June until October with large heads of white 
flowers with faint pink shading in center.

Very early blooming. Pure white flowers with brilliant red eye. A cheer- 
ful and attractive flower. Very small. A very fine Suffruticosa variety 
which blooms several weeks earlier than the popular Decussata kinds. 


Phlox Species

ACHILLEA - Milfoil or Yarrow 


Showy rock and border perennials, some of which are valuable for cut 
flowers. Some have silvery and others elegantly cut foliage, which adds 
considerably to the beauty of the plants. 


Culture. All will succeed in any good, ordinary soil in sunny borders. A 
too rich soil should be avoided. Plant in autumn or early spring, 8 to 10 
inches apart. As nearly all grow freely, it is advisable to lift, divide, and 
replant every third year. Directly after the plants cease flowering, cut the 
shoots back. 


Ageratifolia (See Anthemis Aizoon) 
Ptarmica, Snowball Each 90c, Three $2.50, Doz. $9.00 


‘An improvement on ‘The Pearl,’’ which we have discontinued, with 
fuller and more perfect flowers. Best for borders; neat plant. Excellent 
cut flower.

Does well in the most in- 
different soils. The pale yellow flowers grow on 18-inch stems which 
are produced in great profusion from June until the end of September.

AJUGA - Bugle 


Dwarf, creeping perennials. The ieaves are a rich shiny green, and the 
shoots more or less creeping. Excellent plants for edging or carpeting bare 
spots. Suitable for sun or shade. 

Culture. They will thrive in good, ordinary soil in sun or partial shade. 

They make excellent edging iplants in shady borders or for shady spots in 
} the rock garden where a quick growing plant is required, also excellent 
for carpeting ground under shade trees where grass wil! not grow. Plant 
in autumn or spring, 6 inches apart. 


| *Genevensis Three $2.15, Doz. $7.50, 100 $45.00, 1000 $400.00 


Grows 3 to 4 inches high; dense spikes of blue flowers in May and June. 
A neat ground covering plant for shady as well as sunny places.

It is most interesting if small patches 
of it are planted between the green variety. It also is a fine ground 
cover in front of yellow Tulips or other yellow flowers.

ALYSSUM - Madwort; Basket of Gold 


| Attractive early flowering perennials, suitable for growing on the mar- 
gins of sunny borders or in sunny places ‘in the rock wall or rock garden. 
Culture. The varieties offered will succeed in any good, ordinary: soil 
which must be thoroughly drained. They are-best grown in groups of ‘three 
or more in the rock garden, or as edgings to beds. Plant in fall or spring, 
about 6 to 8 inches apart. Alyssum Saxatile is frequently used for carpeting 
beds .planted with spring bulbs, and is very effective for that purpose.

Big clusters of bright yellaw flowers in early spring. An excellent plant 
for the rockery or front of borders.

Stately and handsome herbaceous perennials belonging to the Forget-me- 
not order. It is difficult to imagine a more beautiful plant than a well grown 
specimen of a Dropmore when in flower. The leaves are hairy and silvery 
green and the brilliant Elue flowers are borne in racemes on branching 
stems. 

Culture. Anchusas require a deep, well drained soil, not too damp or 
heavy, and a sunny position. They are best grown singly, so that they can 
display their natural contour to good advantage. Plant in fall or early spring, 
18 inches apart, except Myosotidiflora, which should be planted in groups 
of three or more, about 8 inches apart. ;

Culture. Require to be grown in a cool, moist, shady position, such as 
under the shade of trees or among ferns.

From France came this profusely spring-flowering border plant where 
it is also called Souvenir de Andre Chaudron. It is compact and upright 
in growth. Twenty to thirty flower stems to one plant. Excellent for 
cutting as well. It grows about two feet tall and does exceptionally 
well in hot, dry places. Flowers are produced throughout the summer. 
The foliage is gray-green, contrasting well with surrounding plants. 
A most satisfactory plant of very easy culture. 


Mussini Each 90c, Three $2.50, Doz. $9.00, 100 $55.00 
Here we have one of the most satisfactory and showy edging or border 
plants. Its growth is compact and low spreading. It stays “‘put’’ and 
does not crowd out plants nearby, seldom is over 15 to 18 inches wide.

PLUMBAGO - Leadwort 
Larpentae Each 95c, Three $2.70, Doz. $9.50 


One of the most desirable of late blooming low growing hardy plants. 
if left undisturbed it will very soon spread into a clump 12 to 18 inches 
in diameter, not over 6 to 8 inches high, solidly covered with small 
clusters of bright peacock-blue flowers during late summer and fall. It 
does perfectly in semi-shady or very hot corners or equally as well at 
the base of shrubs. It may also be used as an edging to a walk or gar- 
den path. Its extra long period of bloom plus its fine, leathery, small 
foliage set it apart and it is considered one of the finest of garden 
plants. Grow it in well drained soil; it does perfectly in sand. Space 
plants 8 inches apart and spread roots flat when planting. It starts into 
growth quite late in spring so don’t be alarmed if no new growth appears 
promptly after planting.

POLYGONUM - Dwarf Lace Plant

This handsome ground cover was introduced a few years ago by Amos 
Perry, one of England’s oldest and best known plantsmen.

All they ask is a reasonably good garden soil and an occa- 
sional top dressing of cow manure to make them grow freely. They do not 
require a lot of water nor is it essential to prepare soils with a lot of peat 
or leaf mold. While they do quite well in shade, they prefer full sun. To in- 
sure a heavy mass of blooms each year, it is recommended that the faded 
flowers be removed and not permitted to go to seed. Do not cultivate deeply 
as all Azaleas root quite close to the surface of the soil.

The two important species are: Wisteria 
Sinensis, the Chinese Wisteria, characterized by large fragrant flowers in 
compact clusters of medium length. They come into bloom very young and 
all the flowers in each cluster open at about the same time before any 
leaves appear. Wisteria Floribunda, which is better known as Wisteria Multi- 
juga or Japanese Wisteria, has long slender racemes of smaller flowers. 
Those at top are fully open while the lower ones are only small unopened 
buds. This of course lengthens the blooming period until the leaves are 
pretty well out. All our stock is grafted and grown in a special manner to 
induce early bloom rather than a lot of useless wood. Seedlings or plants 
improperly propagated may go eight or ten years without ever producing a 
flower. We maintain that if wood is the main thing wanted, it is more 
economical to patronize a lumber yard than a nursery. 


All the Wisterias we send out, either vines or tree form, have flow- 
ered in the nursery. You can absolutely depend on yours to bloom. 
Newly transplanted Wisterias sometimes remain dormant (show no 
leaves) until August. Don’t be alarmed at this dormant state. Water 
freely deep down and they will start when they are “good and ready.”
